3. That if any power, other than 
.the four signatories, menaces their 
rights they shall consult each other 
to reach an understanding on meas- 
ures to be taken either jointly or 
separately to check the aggression. - 

4. That the treaty shall be in 
force ten years after which period 
it shall continue in force indefi- 
nitely subject to the right of any 
of the four powers to terminate 
it upon twelve months’ notice. 

5. That upon the deposit at 
Washington of the several rati- 
fications of the treaty the Anglo 
Japanese alliance shall be ter- 
minated. 

United States Interests Protected. 


The treaty originally put forward by 
the British government 4s a solution of 


American plenipotentiaries with 
the proyiso that it shall not operate to 
‘interfere with the settlement by Ameri- 
‘ea and Japah of the question of the 
status of Yap and other former Ger- 
man islands in the North Pacific man-

Africa, next after east- 
ern Europe and the near east, is likely 
to become, in the course of a dozen 
years or so, the chief danger region 
of the world. 

It behooves all those who are dream- 
ing of an organized world peace 
through an association of nations to 
keep this African rock ahead in mind, 
and to think out the possible method 
of linking this great region with the 
rest of the world in a universal peace 
scheme. 

I submit that it is not premature 
for those who are concerned with the 
future of our race to consider’ the 
necessity of three chief things: € 

1. The complete abandonment and 
prohibition now of t enlistment and 
military use of the rican native 
population. 

2. The application of the principle

HARDING, GOMPERS, 
STRIKES. 


Mr. Gompers thinks the President's suggestion 
for the evolution of a system of judicial determina- 
tion Of labor controversies is a reversion to the 
methods of Tudor England. He implies that it 
would reduce men to servitude, 

We think there is very little danger that the 
conditions of sixteenth century England will be 
reproduced in America. Yet the objections of labor 
to compulsory adjudication of its differences with 
employers are worthy of fair consideration. A dif- 
ference as to wages, for example, is an economic 
question and, to use Chief Justice Taft’s term, 1s 
not justiciable. If we were to attempt to fix rules 
for the compensation of all industrial workers by 
‘law and compel them to seek special courts for 
enforcement of an economic demand, we /should 
have a degree of state control over individual free- 
jom which the socialist would approve, but not, 
we are sure, the believer in freedom and private 
initiative. 

We can see how a public tribunal might deter- 
mine, upon the presentation of proper data, what 
at a given time is‘a living wage, provided that 
term were strictly interpreted to mean a minimum 
upon which life could be sustained and a definite, 
limited number of the simplest social requirements 
provided for. But American labor does not propose 
to be restricted to a living wage. It is not so re 
stricted. The labor movement is for the genera! 
improvement of the conditions of labor, a larger 
proportion of the profits of industry, and a higher 
standard of living. The most intelligent leadership 
realizes that this general advance cannot be free 
irom setbacks in periods of depression, but must 
yield to the operation of economic law just as the 
employer has to. But the labor movement is a 
movement forward, not a mere resistance to hostile 
pressure or defense of a status quo, and the trade 
union phéeose, as distinguished from the socialistic, 
views the movement as an economic struggle be- 
tween employer and employé, wage payer and wage 
receiver. 


The strike is wasteful to all concerned, but labor 
considers it a necessary method of pressure and in 
the long run worth the price. Labor distrusts all 
attempts to limit this method, and we shall get 
nowhere by refusing to recognize its value to labor 
and, to the extent of society's interest in the better- 
iment of labor’s conditions, to society itself. 


On the other hand, it is foolish not to seek 
methods of adjustment which shall be less wasteful 
and at the same time be conducive to the just 
progress of wage earners. We, as believers in in- 
dividualism and private initiative, would oppose 
any general system of compulsory regulation of 
wages and the relations of employer and employé.

conciliation and arbitration, and there is one field 
in which it is proper that the strike should be 


prehibited by law. 


_ This is the field of essential industry. This field 
’ should not be loosely defined. Transportation and

But there are grada- 
tions of wealth and of what, with unconscious 
irony, calls itself “ society.” How this is composed, 
what its tests are, where it begins or leaves off, 
would be hard to say. It includes a considerable 
number of the rich or well-to-do who have the 
means, the leisure, and the inclination to organize 
and maintain an elaborate machinery of social 
activities. 
| These people who have profited most by Amer- 
jean institutions and even those who ascribe 


their good fortune to an innate superiority should 


‘| by that very assumption be bound to show some | 


sense of responsibility. 
_ The privileged classes of other countries recog- 


‘nize a class responsibility in theory at least, ard , week days as well as Sundays. Arthur Nash, a 


,1f noblesse oblige is often honored in the breach 
|rather than in the observance, definite social 
returns are expected and exacted from the privi- 
leged classes in older countries. Whatever the 
mischief wrought by the Prussian junker, he 
paid promptly when the theory upon which his 
privilege rested was put to the test. The British 
nobility, while it is self-indulgent, contributes sub- 
stantially to British sacrifice, security and achieve- 
ment. 


But the class which in America calls itself 
“society” and rides the crest of the wave of ma- 
terial fortune seems to have no disposition to 
copy the privileged classes of other countries ex- 
cept in self-indulgence. Men of great wealth, who 
have been architects of their own fortunes, have 
a corimendable tendency to give generously to 
public benefices, more generously than men of 
wealth in other countries. But the general run of 
our people of inherited wealth, especially the chil- 
dren of the recent rich, show little sense of social 
responsibility, and seem to be encouraged, or at 
least permitted, to practice ‘in our day a wholly 
irresponsible self-indulgence. 

The manners and habits of America’s gilded 
youth are natural effects of thoughtlessness, ir- 
experience,” and animal spirits. The blame for 
their excesses lies not with them but with a doting 
parentage. It is their misfortune to lack the bene- 
fits of a discipline which their elders seem to lack 
the sense or the will to give them. 


Although “society ” is a small part of the Amer- 
ican scheme, it has an influence upon our general 
social health. This influence reaches larger anc 
more important elements of our people and the 
misdoings of a comparatively few affect public 
opinion and public policy. But it is probable that 
this effect, which encourages restrictions upon 
irresponsible wealth, and especially upon the in- 
heritance of unearned riches, is a blessing in dis- 
guise. Parents who permit their children to dis- 
obey the laws and affront the principles of com- 
mon sense and common decency are very blind 
and foolish, and their children are to be pitied. 
They are going the direct way to limit the privi- 
leges they so little appreciate and to abolish them- 
selves as a class by some such means as a heavy 
inheritance tax on unearned wealth, 


NATIONAL DEFENSE 
NEEDS MEN. 


port that the nation now for the first time 
has a military policy which provides in theory 
for a national defense system. Our military es. 
tablishment is to consist of the regular army, 
Which is the professional nucleus only, supple- 
mented by the national guard and the trained 
reserve. But it is the unorganized and untrained 
citizen body which must form the bulk of our 
forces in case of another great war. It is essential, 
therefore, that the trained and. partially trained 
elements referred to shall be maintained in peace 
on a scale and with a preparation adequate to 
absorb and train in the least possible time great 
masses of untrained men. This is a poor plan, 
costly in money and, what is worse, costly in human 
life. It should be replaced by a system of universal 
military training. But we have refused to accept 
such a system and it is imperative that we should 
make the best provision possible under the volun- 
tary plan. This provision ealls for adequate ap- 
'propriations to maintain a sufficient training force, 
‘partly professional and partly civilian. If we fall 
‘short of this, as we are doing in this post-war 
slump, our boys will pay in blood when war comes.

JAPAN 8,000 MILES NEARER 
PANAMA, 

Chieago, Dec. 2.—The article contrib- 
uted to your paper today by Gen. Henry 
J. Reilly strikes more closely at the 
naval disarmament problem than any 
article I have seen. He shows concelu- 
sively that the power of the Japanese 
navy against us does in nowlse consist in 
the number of ships, but that strength is 
one of land fortifications and land strat- 
egy that gives her small navy its sw 
perior power. 

The treaty of Versailles conceded to 
Japan the four groups of islands extend- 
ing down to the equator in the Pacific 
ocean. They lie between the Philippine 
islands on one wide and Hawail and the 
United States on the other, and it 
brought Japanese territory 3,000 miles 
closer to the entrance of the Panama 
cana! than it was before the world war, 
and it was then discovered that a treaty 
giving Japan this ocean strategy was @ 
secret one made about the time we én- 
tered the war and concealed from ws 
until the war was won, 

To talk of reducing an American navy 
and leaving that part of the ocean in the 
possession of Japan that gives her a 
wedge down between our island posset- 
sions and our mainland and gives her 
control of the Pacific from her naval and 
military outposts upon those islands Js 
a surrender of the Pacific ocean to the 
yellow race. 

The principle of peace would be to re- 
quire these islands to be neutralized.

What They Used to Do. 
“That was the way a large number 
of these cases were disposed of in the 
old days. Raids on disorderly houses 
in the segregated district would fill the 
cells with women inmates. Inside of 


. an hour they would all be out and back 


again in the house from which they 
were dragged. The ‘professor’ re- 
sumed his seat at the piano and bois- 
terous laughter floated out on the street 
as the women recounted their experi- 
ence of being ‘ pinched’ and the ride in 
the patrol wagon. Raids, you know, 
were profitable to the police magis- 
trates and the bondsmen. It was blood 
money. 

“But that day in Chicago is past, 
and I’m giad of it. With the closing 
of that plague spot of vice called the 
segregated district moral conditions 
began to show signs of improvement. 
I have talked with a great many’ 
women who are brought here, and 
from them I learn that commercial- 
ized prostitution, which was vice in 
its most hideous form, is a thing of 
the past.”

BOON TO BLIND 
IN MAIL LESSONS 


Winnetka Professor Aids 
Fellow Unfortunates. - 


_A correspondence school for the blind 
has been established in Winnetka by 
Prof. William A. Hadley, who has been 
blind for six years. The students pay 
ao charges. 

Prof. Hadley formerly was a teachtr 
‘n the Lake View High school. After 


1e lost his sight he conceived the idea 
of helping unfortunates who, like him- 
‘elf, had lost their vision. More ma 
ture people, the professor believed, 
were not satisfied with the majority of 


educational works for the blind, be- 


cause they are mostly for children. 
Adult blind, he decided, yearned for 
educational advantages. other than 
training in basket making, weaving, 
and other similar occupations. 


Expands His Project. 
| Prof. Hadley tried out his theory on 
some of his friends. They were enthu. 
siastic and he expanded the work. 

By advertisements in magazines for 


the blind he has gradually built up a 
large correspondence with sightless, 


folks all over the world.* They are 
eager to benefit by the opportunities he 
offers. His only pay is the gratitude 
of- the afflicted he aids. 

Prof. Hadley’s students have become 
so numerous that his work attracted 
attention of residents of Winnetka. As 
a result a committee has been formed 
as a sort of board of trustees to supply 
funds for the professor’s venture. On 
the committee are Mrs. Donald Forgan, 
Mrs. Ernest D. Ballard, Perry Dunlap 
Smith, Harry S. Moses, Dr. E. Z. Il. 
Brown, and John W. Scott. 


Assisted by His Wife. 


Prof. Hadley has been assisted in his 
work by his wife. Using a Braille 
typewriter, he has spread knowledge 
to the blind which was a closed book to 
them before his efforts placed learning 
within their reach. He has been cor- 
recting the papers of his pupils for 
three years and corresponding with 


them. 
With the new interest aroused there 


will be added to this unique college a} 


stenographer, a printing press for the 
blind, and other paraphernalia to light- 
en the work and take care of the rap- 
idlv growing “ registration.” 

Some of the courses included are 
reading and writing by revised Braille, 
‘EngNsh grammar and composition, lit- 
erary study of the Bible, business cor- 
respondence and business English, com- 
mercial geography, salesmanship, short 
story writing, American history and 
civics, and history of American litera- 


ture.

THE PLEIADES. 
OME 300 years ago; when Jamer 


the Pilgrim fathers were making 
a beginning at civilization in Mas- 
sachusetts, the light by which we view 
the Plefades tonight began its jour 
ney earthward. Its speed was 186,- 
000 mifes pér second—7% times around 
the earth in a second, or 11,060,000 
miles per minute. 


Hour after hour, day after day, the: 
Waves came racing toward us. The 


United States. took shape; we were 
fighting our revolutionary wars when 
the light was half way toward us. 
Tonight, after a journey of three 
centuries; {it reaches us. It shines 
{mn our eyes, and we see, far off 
in the sky, the little cloud of bril- 
liant points from whence it came. 


The Pleiades look like a splash of 


sparkling light. ‘They are, in fact, a 


family of gigantic suns, a whole family 

of stars taking shape ott of the pri- 

meval nebula. Strong telescopes can 

fliscerh faint wisps of this enveloping 

haze which binds star to star and 

proves that they are al! of one dust. 

Clusters of stars in the sky are by 
no mearis uncommon, but few are 80 
clearly defined. or easy to eee as the 
Pleiades. Look at them tonight. Use 
an opera glass or your home made te!- 
escope (if you have made one), but 
look, whatever you dq! 

The “seven sisters,” as they are 
often called, look much like a tiny dip- 
per. The brighest star, Alcyohe, is at 
the functure of the handle and the 
bowl. You can see from five to thir- 
feen stars with the naked eye, depend- 
ing on the cleagness of the night and 
the strength of your eyesight, and 
forty or fifty more with optical aid. 

The stars of the swarm look near 
fogether.. Actually they are separated 
by great distances. Their distances 
from each other are staggeringly 
fmmense, even when judged by celes- 
tlal standards. If you were to stand 
hegr one sun of them the ofher 
puns would appear hardly brighter 
than first magnitude stars appear to

Christendom, and has been ever since John Gutenberg first got it into type 465 
years ago.

| Holy Scriptures. You may remember that the word Bible is not found in the 


Bible proper, nor were the collected writings now known to Christendom as 
the Bible called so until St. Clement did it about ,the year 170 of our era. 
in the Greek, from which Clement took it, it meant merely “little books,” 


fom byblus (papyrus), on which books were written. 

The forefinger of the old scholar’s brown mgnht hand rested on a passage 
ghich, in the English translation of the Bible that was finished in 1611 by the 
mmission of forty-seven theologians appointed by James I. and Bancroft, 
Arhbishop of Canterbury, would be designated as the second verse of the 
urth chapter of Genesis. Musingly he read: 

“‘and she again bare his brother Abel. 
deep, but Cain was a tiller of the ground.’” 

Lifting his eyes from the page, he seemed as one looking afar off, and 
fr a little while silence rested upon him. Then thus he spake:

They stand as the personified representatives of great cultural 
movements. This chapter of Genesis is a paragraph in the history of civiliza- 
tion. We have passed beyond the literal I hope, and we know now that these 
wriptural narratives were composite documents, unfolding not the history of 
tingle families but of great cultural movements. Abe! stands for pastoral! insti- 


but Cain was a tiller of the ground.’ Here is the beginning of the unending con- 
flict between one civilization and another. The herdsman gives way to the 
tiller. The nomad loses his right to consideration and the sedentary farmer 
comes into his own. In these senses we must read the stories of old if we 


vould learn not merely how they rose but what they token. The lowest stage 
human development is ‘kill,’ and of that stage this chapter is an epitome. 
Pastoral civilization had to pass away when man discovered that to clothe and 
feed himself he had other resources than his flocks, other resources less capri- 
ous.

Chicago Selected 
Good Road Center 
By U.S. Builders 


$223,000,000 Develop- 
ment Plans Subject of 
dighway Show 


ETHODS of developing the $223,- 
000,000 program for highway 
improvement in the states of 
the middle west will be one of 

the subjects to receive a great deal of 
discussion at the Good Roads con- 
gress and Good Roads show to be held 
at the Coliseum itn Chicago Jan. 17 to 
20, under the auspices of the American 
Road Builders’ association. 

Middle western states, particularly 
Tilinois, Missouri, South Dakota, Mich- 
igan, Colorado, Minnesota, Indiana, 
lowa, Kansas, Nebraska, North Dako- 
ta, and Wisconsin, are fast coming to 
the front in road development. In 
these states enabling acts, state and 
county bond issues, and direct levies 
providing for a total expenditure for 
good roads amounting to $223,885,000 
have ben authorized. This paves the 
way for a vast amount of road work 
during the coming spring and summer 
that will afford some relief at least for 
the condition of unemployment in 
which unskilled labor in this part of 
the country now finds itself. 


The American Road Builders’ asso- 
ciation has long been urging upon the 
middie western 
states more extensive legislation in the 
interest of better highways. 

Census figures show that while the 
middie west has lagged behind some- 
what in highway development hereto- 
fore, the states in this section already 
outstrip the east in road work for 
1922. The states in the eastern section 
of the country have provided for the 
expenditure this year and for some 
time thereafter of only $42,000,000. 


Indiana and Ohio now rank third and 


_ fourth, respectively, among the states 


of the union in road development. In 
the Hoosier state 42.3 per cent of the 
roads are now improved. In the Buck- 
eye state the percentage is 33.8. Ne- 
braska, however, is still at the foot of 
all the states, with a ratio of only 
three-tenths of 1 per cent. Nebraska 
has only a little over 300 miles of sur- 
faced roads out of a total of 81,3338. 
Kangas is also far down the list, hav. 
ing only 2 per cent of her roads classed 


as improved. Ohio has the greatest 
good road mileage, with a total of 28.,- 
312 miles of highways in fairly good 
shape. 
The governors of Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio, Michigan, Wisconsin, Iowa, Ne 
braska, Kansas, Colorado; Minnesota, 
and North and South Dakota, as well 
as those of all the other states, and 
the mayors of all middle western cities 
and the country at large, are being 
asked to send official delegates to the

When all 
were seated again, there arose a. thou- 
sand foreignersa—men and women who 
had in recent years emigrated from 
many lands to make America their 
home—men and women who desired 
to be of America as well as in America. 
Flanking them on either side were 


these hundreds of Boy Scouts, with 
massed American flags in front. 

Prominent among the scouts were 
those over whose left breasts there 
was evident a bar from which there 
‘hung, By a red, white, and blue ribbon, 
@& silver eagle. For these were the 
eagle scouts. And as the scouts stood 
there, the thousand immigrants raised 
their right hands and solemnly took 
the oath which made them citizens of 
the United States of America, and they 
pledged their allegiance to the Ameri- 
can flag. The spectacle sent a thrill 
through the thousands assembled there 
that they will not soon forget. 

Scouts of Highest Rank. 

And who, or what, are the eagle 
scouts, who were thus selected to 
have the place of honor in the induc- 
tion of this large group into American 
citizenship? They are the final prod- 
uct, the fully trained representatives, 
the highest rank of that great organ- 
ization, which now numbers far over 
400,000 boys in its membership, known 
as the Boy Scouts of America, the ob- 
jects of which are physical , fitness, 
character development, and citizenship 
training. They stand for, and have 
been trained for, the highest type of 
American citizenship. They were thus 
@ fitting symbol to these new citizens 
of that which they had just taken upon 
themselves. 

The training these boys had gone 
through is of great interest as repre 
senting the best thought of educa 
tional, religious, and civic leaders as 
tofthe proper training of our boys. 

A boy, on joining the Boy Scouts of 
America, must pass three tests in or- 
der to register as a tenderfoot scout, 
which is the lowest rank. One of these 
is in scoutcraft—the activities program 
of scouting. He learns the rudiments 
of the use of rope, and must be able to 
tie at least nine common knots. An- 
other is in scouthood—the moral and 
ethical principles of scouting on which 
{tg character training influence is 
founded. The scout law, which the 


- boy voluntarily takes as his code of life, 


gays that a scout is trustworthy, loyal, 
helpful, friendly, courteous, kind, obed1- 
ent, cheerful, thrifty, brave, clean, and 
reverent. The third test is the first 
step in citizenship training—« knowl- 
edge of the history of the American 
flag and of the customary forms of 
respect due to it. ; 


Hard Tests Ahead. 

The tenderfoot now has many other 
tests to qualify in before he can be- 
come’a second class scout, and still 
more harder ones to become a first 
class scout. These center essentially

What a won- 
derful field of clean, wholesome, invig- 
orating recreation has been opened up 
to him in this lifelong ability to get 
away from the petty everyday details 
of city life to the great out of doors, 
Learns Lessons of Thrift. 

But this is not all. He has learned 
the great citizenship lesson of thrift, 
and has earned and deposited in the 
bank or similar institution as the be- 
ginning of a permanent account, at 
least $3. And he has learned what to 
do in case of accident—a man run 
down by an automobile, a child whose 
clothes are on fire, or a woman drown- 
ing. He can—and actually does in 
scores of casea every year—save life, 
and in thousands of cases he gives 
relief to those who are injured. He 
has put into effect the Scout motto, 
“Be prepared,” and the actual “ first 
aid” which he applies to the injured 
is but a small portion of the “ good 
turns” which he has been rendering 
daily since becoming a scout. For 
scouting shows that the essence of good 
citizenship is that spirit which makes 
the individual place the welfare of 
others above his own, and it trains the 
scout in continually looking for oppor- 
tunities to be of service to others by 
the habit of the scout slogan, “Do a 
good tyrn. daily.” 

The first class scout has been 
through the general basic training of 
scouting. He has passed three sets of 
tests. He has been a scout probably 
two years, and in that time has been 
continually cultivating the various 
habits, traits of character, which scout- 
ing inculcates. And he has been doing 
so under the leadership and with the 
companionship of some man of quality 
who has been giving of his free time 
in service to a group of perhaps twenty 
scout. This volunteer leader is known 
as the scoutmaster. The scoutmaster 
has been meeting with these boys 
weekly, perhaps twice a week. He has 
been taking them on hikes, out into 
the forest preserves and similar places, 
and sometimes camping over night. Per- 


through association and habit forma 
tion received a good basic training in 
each of the three major objectives— 
physical fitness, character develop- 
ment,, and citizenship training. And 
he has made a vital part of fis life the 
scout oath, which is: 

“On my honor I will do my best to 
to my duty to God and my country, 
and to obey the scout law; to help 
other people at all times; to keep my- 
self physically strong, mentally awake, 
and morally straight.” . 


Considers Life Work. 

But the first class scout has by no 
means finished his training. He is 
now porbably 15 or 16 years of age, 
and is beginning to seriously consider 
his life work. He wants opportunity 
to test himself out on many lines, to: 
determine what thing he is interested 
in and fitted for, and to gain a broader 
knowledge of the world in which he 
lives. There is now available for him 
the merit badge program, through 
which he may become a specialist in 
one or more of nearly seventy subjects. 
These cover a wide variety of topics 
and of abilities. 

To become a life scout the first class 
scout must pass the examinations pre- 


scribed for merit badges in first aid,|_ 


physical development, or athletics, per- 
sonal health, public health, and life 
saving or pioneering. 
Only careful and consistent study 
and training can enable a boy to qual- 
ify for life scout, but some thousands 
annually do so throughout the country. 
When a life scout has earned five 
additional merit badges he is desig- 
nated as a star scout. Badges most 
frequently chosen include firemanship, 
swimming, handicraft, first ald to anti- 
mals, and carpentry. Over 2,500 
awards are made in each of these 
badges annually, and the requirements 
are correspondingly comprehensive in 
their respective subjects to those out- 
lined above. |
